Adopted by the Board of Trustees, March 8, 1878. 


1. Pictures offered for exhibition, properly framed and in suitable condition, shall 
be placed in the Trustees’ room for inspection by the Committee on Works of Art, 
and, if approved, shall be assigned a place by the Curator, who shall have them hung 
under the direction of the same committee. 

2. No Works of Art admitted to the Gallery shall be removed in less than thirty 
(30) days after being deposited, or remain longer than four (4) months, except by the 
consent of the Committee on Works of Art. 

3. At the expiration of the time stipulated for the exhibition of any Work of Art, 
the owner, or his representative, shall be requested by the Curator to remove the same; 
and if he fail to comply with this request, it shall be the duty of the Curator to have the 
said work, properly protected, stored in some suitable place, the entire cost of which 
shall be charged to the owner, and for the payment of which charges the work shall be 
retained as security, and if the property so stored be not redeemed in a reasonable time 
by the reimbursement of the entire expenses of removal and storage, then it shall be 
lawful for the Trustees to sell such works at public sale, after reasonable public notice, 
for cash, and hold the residue, after the payment of the expenses and storage aforesaid, 
subject to the order of the owner, or his representative. 

4. The Gallery shall be at no expense for Works of Art on exhibition or stored 
away, or responsible for any damage by tire, or otherwise, ordinary care having been 
taken of them. 

5. These rules shall be subscribed by all persons whose works shall be hereafter 
admitted, and the same shall thereupon become a contract between them and the 
Trustees, legally binding on both, and also binding on the heirs, executors, administrators, 
and assigns of the depositor or owner of the work put on exhibition. 

(). No deviation shall be made herefrom without the consent of the Board of Trustees.

L No carrier or party in possession of all or any of the property herein 
described, shall be liable for any loss thereof or damage thereto, by causes 
beyond its control? or by floods or by fire from any cause wheresoever occur 
ring; or by riots, strikes or stoppage of labor; or by leakage, breakage, chafing, 
loss in weight, changes in weather, heat, frost, wet or decay; or from any 
cause if it be necessary or is usual to carry, such property upon open cars. 

2. No carrier is bound to carry said property by any particular train or 
vessel, or in time for any particular market, or otherwise than with as reason¬ 
able despatch as its general business will permit.
